His Abuse ol Honest Citizens. 


STORY ALL VOTERS SHOULD READ.

Philadelphia, Sept. 15. — It is 
the 
rlvilcge and duty of American citi- 
ens to be accurately informed coneern- 
ig the history, character and evident 
urposa of those who come before them 
s candidates tor public office. There 
ever has been presented as an aspir- 
ut for the governorship of this state 
man so little known beyond his home 
mit as Samuel W. Permypaeker. U 
proposed herein to make a faithful 
anscript of the record, that every vot- 
• may read for himself. For more 
an forty years Pennsylvania has been 
le scene of a contest unknown else- 
uere. a battle for individual and con- 
clentious freedom of thought and ae- 
on against machine 
despotism; for 
lean politics against 
degrading and 
orrupt methods; for honest, economi- 
al and 
efficient 
administrative and 
egislative methods, against the da- 
auchery of political organizations and 
he prostitution of official power to the 
romotion of selfish personal ends. 


Against the Machine in 1882. 


In 1877, In Philadelphia and Pltta- 
urg, there were succesdtul movements 
gainst corrupt bossism. A little later 
lis extended throughout tne state, re- 
ultlng in 1881 in the defeat of a ma- 
hine-aelected candidate for the United 
tates senate, and in 1882 In the elec- 
ion of a reform Democratic governor, 
'ho revolt against Camerpnism and 
tuayism that year was participated in 
y a large number of the best men In 
ae Republican party. It appealed to 
he highest instincts of unselfish pa- 
riotism. In Philadelphia, Samuel W. 
'ennypacker waa one of a group of 
:ofesslonal men who heartily subtaln- 
d the new declaration of independence 
dopted by too Independent Republl- 
an State Convention, which arraigned 
be Cameron-Quay machine for its 
ilgh crimes and misdemeanors against 
he people. The action taken was an 
nspfration to those who believed in 
rue American principles. Mr, Peany- 
iacker had been 
so 
zealous in this 


^ork that he had been made secretary 
f the Civil Service Reform Associa- 
lon. His law partner, the late S. C. 
Hollingsworth, Esq., was 
likewise 
arnest in the cause of political purity. 
rtr. Pennypacker was made a member 
if the Independent 
Republican State 
Committee, and became an independent 
Candidate for the legislature, against 
a notorious tool of the machine, being 
endorsed by the Democrats and the Re- 
orm Committee of One Hundred. 
He 
made an active canvass and was In full 
sympathy with everything that waa said 
and done In aid of the cause of political 
'reedom and righteousness. 
He was 
me of the vice presidents at the great 
ndependent Republican Ratification 
meeting, at which its candidate for gov- 
ernor 
Hon. John Stewart, made the 
most brilliant speech of his life, his 
ringing words bearing a striking par- 
allel to the situation today. He said: 


History of a Former Crime. 


"We are opposed to the so-called 
.egularlty of the work of the Harris- 
>urg convention, 
the nomination of 


Uen. Beaver and 
his associates, be- 
cause it owes Its existence not to popu- 
ar choice, but to the Individual pref- 
erence of one autocratic senator. His 
>y creation, it represents his power, 
and its success would be his personal 
and political vindication, and would re- 
sult in 
the deeper 
debasement and 
servitude of the Republican organiza- 
ion. The convention might have been 
dispensed with on the ground of econ- 
omy. 
The ticket was shaped and fash- 


oned by Mr. Cameron. It was selected 
to suit his purpose, to strengthen his 
rule and its election would be his vin- 
dication. 
Are you prepared for that? 


(Cries of "No!" No!1') 
"Twice before. Gen. Beaver sought 
this nomination and failed because he 
did not look to the boss. He then turn- 
ed to the latter, but it was a fatal day. 
At the Renubllcan National Convention 
at Chicago, in 1880, he betrayed his 
constituents, attempting to enforce the 
unit rule against the will of the people 
of Pennsylvania. His active zeal in a 
iiolitiral conspiracy deserved and re- 
:eivecl the condemnation of the Ameri- 
can people. He gained the favor of the 
prince, but he lost the title to himself. 
He gained the alliance he sought at 
'earful cost—h!& 
independence 
as a 
man and the forfeited confidence of the 
people The nomination he has at last 
Secured will fall to ashes in his hands. 
The empty promises of reform which 
have so. often been made we denounce 
is mockery. The people of this com- 
monwealth know by sad experience the 
enormous power developed through the 
abuse of political and official privileges. 
They Indignantly 
demand 
that this 


shall cease." 


He Echoes Hoyt's Ringing Words. 
On November 3d, Mr. Pennypacker, 


with Mr. Stewart, Colonel McMichael 
and others, addressed a meeting at 
Oxford Hall, in his own district. Mr. 
Wharton Barker read the memorable 
letter of Governor Hoyt, which appear- 
ed that day, denouncing Cameronism 
and Quaylsm in tones 
which wore 
heard throughout the nation. 
Every 
word of this historic indie tment was 
heartily applauded by Mr. Pennypack- 
er. Let us recall, as vividly applying 
to the conditions of the hour, some of 
these 
burning sentences. 
Governor 


Hoyt said. 
"When standing room is no longer 
allowed to the members of a political 
party, with a margin for self-respect, 
revolution is an appropriate remedy. 
There is an undeniable justification for 
your uprising. Its grounds are open 
and plain to the people. In. the name 
of decency, and in behalf of my suc- 
cessor, I wish to emphasize the curse 
of this whole business and sound a note 
of warning to the whole people. Peace 
and reform will never come until the 
moral forces In politics you have or- 
ganized prevail. 
If their courage be 
added to thoir conviction, the masses of 
voters 
will 
promptly rally to your 
standards, and aid you to an overflow- 
ing success; and such is the duty of 
the voters of Pennsylvania " 


His Case Worse Than Beaver's. 
No intelligent citizen can deny that 


the words of John Stewart and HeniT 
M. Hoyt are as truthful and Just an ar- 
raignment of the present 
senatorial 
boss as they were of the despotic ruler 
of 20 years ago; that they as aptly, 
forcibly 
and 
patriotically 
apply to 
Quayism as to Cameronism. There Das 
been a change of masters only; the 
same 
methods, intensified and even 


more corrupt, degrading and defiant, 
S 


revail. The case of Pennypacker, in- 
eed, 
is much 
worse 
than that of 
Beaver, aa the latter bad a large meas- 
ure of popular sunnort, while the pres- 
ent candidate of the machine was ab- 
solutely without strength, at home and 
elsewhere, and could not have secured 
the election of ten delegates In the con- 
vention on his own account. He was 
selected by the senatorial ringmaster 
and his nomination was the result ot 
naked corruption and the most shame- 
less betrayal of public trust ever wit- 
nessed in this state. History has thus 
repeated Itself, and doubtless will con- 
tinue to do so, until the final chapter is 
recorded, on the night of November 4, 
1902. 


How He Got Upon the Bench. 


Relapsing into obscurity, Mr. Penny- 
packer was unheard of In connection 
with public affairs, except as a mem- 
ber of the board of education, during 
the next six years; but he had, in some 
mysterious way, cultivated the friend- 
ship of the servant who had passed 
his master and who had become the 
despotic arbiter of political destinies 
in Pennsylvania. In the latter part of 
1888, Mr. Quay was at the zenith of his 
Dower aa the successful national Ee- 
oubllcan chairman.

would-be successor, Karnuel W. Penny- 
packer, was noted amongst the impa- 
Lient crowd which dodged the heels of 
Mr. Quay, while visiting Philadelphia, 
a local paper stating that He was re- 
garded as tuo "personal choice" of tho 
senator. "Cousin Sam" was a plodding 
member of the bar, who had been in 
practice more than 20 years without 
appearing in a notable case. He was 
chiefly occupied with compiling court 
reports and decisions 
and 
mousing 
amongst tho historical records of Penn- 
sylvania, with a view to enrolling his 
family name in a place of honor. No 
one thought of him for a place on tho 
bench; for the prospective vacancy an- 
other lawyer of prominence and ability 
was urged by many citizens, members 
of the bar and influential politicians. 
But at the proper time, early in Jan- 
uary, 188(1, and at Mr. Quay's personal 
demand upon tho governor, Mr. Penny- 
packer was appointed. To the. amazed 
popular qiuery: "Who is this Quaylte?" 
echo simply answered' "He's a Quay- 
ite," and that wnu enough. 


Shows His Devotion to Quayism. 


Ten years later the long-time dictator 


found himself outside the senatorial 
breastworks, repudiated and condemn- 
ed by the people whom he had so deep- 
ly discredited, lie also appeared as a 
defendant in the ciiminal court over 
which Judge Pcnnypacker, in hia turn, 
presided 
every 
year. 
The judicial 


friend of the prisoner could not have 
failed to observe that his all-powerful 
patron was compelled to take refuge 
behind every possibles technicality of 
the law to escape punishment on the 
charge of misusing the public funds. 
That his sympathy was deeply aroused 
was evident. He was prepared to pub- 
licly demonstrate this leeiiug, and took 
early advantage of an opportunity to 
show devotion to a discredited and baf- 
fled political loader that would enkin- 
dle lasting gratitude on his part, which 
might make a long-time dream of the 
governorship a icallty. 
Thus, to the 
astonishment of friend and foe, Judge 
Pennypacker addressed himself to the 
extraordinary uisk ol" making an hero- 
ic 
historic, 
figure 
of M. S. Quay. 
even placing him upon a pinnacle nl 
fame etjual to the greatest men this 
slate has produced, and proudly point- 
ing to him ab "Pennsylvania's most 
distinguished statesman " 


Risks All For His Master. 


There has been a misconception with 
regard to Uus mutter, it hu"ing been 
widely stated that Judge Pennypacker's 
defense of Mr. Quay arid eulogy of 
CJuayism \vas only incidental to a lit- 
eiary effort in exaltation of Pennsyl- 
vania as a leuding factor in the devel- 
opment ol our national life. 
Let us 
have the facts dearly set forth, in 
chronological order, 
it will then be 
seen how this aspirant for the highest 
office in the gilt of the people o£ Penn- 
sylvania hab demeaned himself; derid- 
ed just public criticism; been an ac- 
cessory In the attempted perversion of 
political history; set a vicious exam- 
ple to the virtuous youth of the com- 
ruonweatlh. through holding aloft for 
their emulation one wuo has earned the 
execration of honest and patriotic citi- 
zens, and who has thus imhbholubly 
linked his own literary, proiossiona! 
and 
political 
fortunes with tlie one 
man who has done moic to degrade and 
corrupt Pennsylvania politics than any 
other who ever lived. 
Notwithstanding all the promises of 
the Kepublhan state conventions of 
1895, 
169C, 1897 and 1888, the subse- 
quent legislative sessions grew worse 
and worse in their utter disregard of 
public decency, until the shameful cli- 
max of lilOl, when a flame of Indigna- 
tion arose from every virtuous fire- 
side. 
The carnival of corruption at- 
tendant upon and following the re- 
election of Mr. Quay, exceeded any- 
thing in the annals of the common- 
wealth.

So desperate was his situation In the 


fall of 1900, Mr. Quay, fearful of the

umns and yet this, barring the poly- 
glot tariff speech of 1893, contributed 
by generous friends, in quantities to 
suit, Is to be the sole contribution of 
"Pennsylvania's most 
distinguished 
statesman" to American history! May 
the fates preserve 
us from another 
like il! 
Let us tage a brief look at 
some of the contents of this wonderful 
Joint production of M. S. Quay and 
S W. Pennypacker, the latter having 
read the final proofs and given the pic- 
turesque editorial finishing touches. 
Editor Pennypacker's FulBo'ttie Praise. 


In his introduction over his own sig- 
nature Editor Pennypacker, referring 
to notable men of the past, Penn, DlcR-

Masterpieces of Falsehood. 


Mr. Quay made his debut as a po- 
Itical orator at West Chester, where, 
with a sober face, he told an Incredu- 
ous audience that he was not a candi- 
date for the senatorship; that tho Re- 
publican State Convention "insisted 
ipon the presentation of my candi- 
dacy to the people and I submitted with 
some reluctance to their judgment. To 
me that high olllce is no longer attrac- 
tive." Alter the tremendous light Mr. 
Quay had made lor re-election and vin- 
dication and was then making, such a 
statement was monumental in its au- 
dacity. But Mr. Pennypackor pretends 
to accept it as the solemn truth. There- 
in he shows at the first slop his loyalty 
to Quayisrn. 


In tills speech Mr. Quay referring to 
ballot reform, made his famous propo- 
sition that the friends

ballot might frame "any fair statute 
which is a manifest Improvement over 
the present one, and the Republican or- 
ganization will aid in its passage, and 
this action will, I have no doubt, be ap- 
proved by the executive, who sits be- 
side me."

apostles ot ic-innn ere< t altars where 
knaves, ministers and tools kneel, as 
in Pennsylvania at present, progress

alike retarded." 
To 
characterize some of his most effusive 
friends as knaves and tools, evidently 
impressed 
Judge 
Pennypacker 
as 


"breadth 
of view," as "speech free 


from asperity." 
At Huntingdon. Mr. Quay made this 
gentle and reniu-d allusion to the com- 
bination oi honest men against his cor- 
rupt machine, ' You have a mule ticket, 
made up of one Republican and one 
Democrat. 
The alliance seems illicit 


and unnatural." Further polite refer- 
ence was made to the gentlemen meet- 
Ing weekly In Philadelphia, "in illicit 
intercourse with the Democratic par- 
ty."Again at Altoona, Mr Quay thus paid 
his respects to Mr. Peunypacker ami 
his former a-;so(ialos In the Civil Ser- 
vice Reform As.so* iation, "Reform is a 
catching cry. 
It cozens alike babes, 
sucklings and grown men. U is solac- 
ing to self-love and vanity to pro- 
claim tbe short-comings ot the world 
for this is an assertion of our super- 
iority to common humanity and a pa- 
rade of our perfection." 
At Lebanon, 
the supporters 
of the anti-machine 
legislative t i c ket were fiercely denounc- 
ed a? "political assassins." given to 
"stabbing in the back." 


Coarse Abuse of Honest Men. 


At Phoenixville, Mr. Quay said that 
the friends of good government "have 
raised a large amount of money to ex- 
pend in your louuty and other pivotal 
points. They will bribe piously. The; 
will bribe prayerfully. You can scarce- 
ly say them nay. Take their money; 
lay it carefully out of reach till after 
election." 
At other times and piacos 
Mr. Quay made allusion to the Inde- 
pond^nt Ke;>'.iblu-aus and honest voters 
of Pennsyhania in thih same offenr-ive 
spirit, for which his judii lal admirer 
and euolglst has sin h large-minded ad- 
miration. 
In winding up 
his swing 
aiound the circle, in Philadelphia, he 
thus coarsely referred to the newspa- 
E 


ers and reform"!-* generally: "They 
ave no argument exi ept personal de- 
traction and falsification and wanton 
defilement of the fair name of our 
Btate. They have in common only per- 
_jnal malice and certain political mis- 
eries. They are helpless even with the 
aid of tha five subsidised newspapers 
of Philadelphia. 
I have no deslr* to 
fluttor tbe cote of these soiled doves of 
Pennsylvania journalism. 
They wire 


in and wire out at the heel of their 
charmer, everywhere slobbering venom 
In their slot. 
Of one of them, when 
intending to =onvoy_the Idea of abso- 
lute mendacity we «ny of a man: Ho 
lies like the Philadelphia Press." No 
doubt Judge Pennypaiker Is ready to 
Insist that this swet-tempered allu- 
sion to his journalistic friends must be 
considered 
entirely 
allowable--under 
the circumstances; but there may be a 
difference of opinion upon that point. 


For Christians and Workingmen. 
In his speech in Philadelphia "Penn- 
sylvania's most 
distinguished states- 


man" essayed the part o! a seer, and 
made this 
extraordinary declaration, 


which no doubt struck his judicial re- 
viser as wonderfully peaceful, some- 
thing that should bring to his support 
.he religious world in general: 
"Christianity has failed In Asia In 
jeaceful missionary effort, and if the 
:ross is to prevail theie it must be pre- 
ceded or accompanied by the battlellag. 
God, 
In his infinite wisdom, seems to 
have ordained tbat the sword shall 
open tlie bloody road for the coming 
of the gospel of peace and love. The 
world cannot endure one-third Chris- 
tian and two-thirds heathen. 
One or 
the other must perish." For the son ot 
a Presbyterian minister, this sounds 
rather "strenuous." 
But 
Mr. 
Quay 
squares the account by thus extending 
the right hand of fellowship to his 
Christianized Ah Sin. Standing on the 
same platform, a few months later, i e- 
ceiving the 
congratulations of his 
'riends upon having finally bought his 
way through the Pennsylvania legisla- 
ture, he said- 
"Wo 
should respect 


China for what she has been and sym- 
pathize with her In her trials, and look 
forward with hone to her future and 
the fulfillment of her mission " Evi- 
dently Judge Pennvpacker believes that 
consistency Is the 
refuge 
of weak 
minds. He has unbounded admiration 
for the politician who can skin the cat 
with neatness «tnd dispatch. 


Pennypacker's Crowning Offense 
Having thus set forth Mr. Quay as a 
great man, the judge followed up his 
timely work, doubtless a labor of love. 
a few months later, by writing his cele- 
brated reply to a New England maga- 
zine article which scathingly showed 
up Quayism and what it stands for. 
Apparently encouraged by what he had 
already 
done, he went 
further 
and 
stooped lower in his defense of Mr. 
Quay and his methods, heaping upon 
him words of praise, utterly without 
warrant. reflectinK upon his own intel- 
ligence and wounding the pride of sell- 
respecting citizens of his own state. He 
declared that Pennsylvania "had no ills 
worthy of 
mention," and, 
forgetful

iagton, it was never crashed ; like Wash- 
ington, it was always ready for a tight, 
and like Washington, ita patience and its 
heroism were at laat rewarded by a vic- 
tory ao complete as to make its many dis- 
asters seem only the shading necessary to 
bring out In perfect relief the brilliancy of 
its final triumph. Gettysburg foreshud- 
owed Appomattox, as Washington's cam- 
paign m New Jersey, with its) Trenton aud 
Piinceton and Monrnouth, foreshadowed 
Yorktown. The scale upon which the 
fighting was carried on wae incomparably 
greater in the case of the Army of ihe 
Potomac, but the quick use of opportunity, 
the indomitable resolution, the staying 
power under diaoouragement and tho end- 
less capacity for self-sacrifice, were, the 
same in both. Tho country waa saved, as 
it was founded, by the qualities that have 
made it great." 


He spoke at length of the coal strike 


and his remarks diow the olooo attention 
of his hearers. He aaid : 


1 No one will dispute the fact that this 


is the era of large units, ol large nations, 
ol large cities, of large etenmehipa, of 
large combinations of capital aud of large 
combinations of labor, 
Hu who fears one

For all reflect the same force, working in 
divers manners and iu different directions. 
Fundamentally it ie the power ol combina- 
tion resting upon free will.

of social forces is to be best maintained in 
a society iu the process of re-organizing 
itself into great combinations. The rocont 
strike iu the anthracite coal region la a 
case in point.

FARM NOTES. 


MANY DIFFERENT 
MATTERS 
WHICH THE 


FARMER IS INTERESTED. 


Tillage and manure seem to go to- 


gether or are intimately connected. Cam 
piece auccees caunot be looked for with 
out both. 


However strong the tendency on the 


part of mankind to avoid labor it moat 
be remembered that It has proved tbat, 
aa a rale, crops will not perfect theru- 
salves without attention. 


The science of successful farming, as 


well as success m any other line, reoog 
nizes the all-important factor of econ 
omy. Everything most be made use of 
nothing be allowed to go to waste. The 
brai; of the mill must be turned into 
feed, the manure to soil and so on; every 
thing mast be put to use. 


The great secret of succeeaf ul stacking 


is to keey the centre of the stack full and 
high. This is the very point in which so 
many stackers fail. To keep the middle 
of the stack as high as it should be ia not 
an easy matter by any means, for the 
more elevated the centre is the greater 
the tendency of the outside courses to 
slip out and spoil the stack. Bat the 
stacker must remember tbat, ta the 
stack settles, the middle, bearing the 
greater weight, sinks the most, and two 
weeks after the stack is built will be 
much lower than at the beginning. It 
the middle sinks so low that the outside 
course of sheaves inclines inward, the 
heads of the sheaves being lower than 
the butte, the stack will spoil, as the 
rain will pass Into the stack Instead of 
passing off it. 


As food is indispensable for the pro- 


duction of rich milk, there only remains 
to adjust the ration to the Ability ot the 
cow to digest it and turn It to proat. 
This ability varies with the oow and 
must be learned b; the owner. No stand- 
ard to be used as a starting point, to be 
lessened or increased aa eaoh case may 
warrant. 


An experienced butter dealer says tbat 


the tub should be rilled to within half an 
inch of the top; then cover with a clean, 
new piece of bleached cotten cloth, well 
soaked and washed in brine. On the top 
uf this cloth put a paste made of pulver- 
ized salt and water, which hardens and 
forms a crust, making it partially air- 
tight, and thus prevents the top from be 
coming affected by air and heat. 


If cows are fed a liberal ration of pala- 


table, nutritious ground feed night and 
morning they require no driving. No 
dog or boy ia necessary to chase the fields 
over to persuade them, bat about milk- 
ing time they are ready to walk from 
the pasture to the barn quietly, and pails 
will be fuller, as there has been no ex- 
citement. Keep cows quiet and they 
give better returns. Thus a saving oi 
labor and patience pays in part for grain 
fed. 


Freaks and variations in vegetables 


have been numerous at experimental 
stations. Oue of the beets planted for 
Heeds, instead of throwing up a seed 
shoot, emitted branches, coming from 
t:ia surface, threw out leaves, thus form- 
ing a cluster of roots, which have grown 
as anuuala, showing no tendency to seed- 
ing. A potato plant developed tubers 
in abundance in the axils of Its leaves. 
An onion of the white Globe variety 
sprouted into a top onion, the cluster of 
small bulbs replacing the top formation, 
iii-annuals become annuals, for cows oi 
sorpbum and salsify grown from seeds 
from plant* the uext year, thus showing 
how easily and quickly the habits of 
some plants can be changed by selection. 


Slow horses are sometimes 'preferred 


for cultivating, but a fast wa'.Kiug horse 
does much more work in a -year than the 
slower one. If a horse v avals 20 miles a 
Uay, and another 25 r^iea in the same 
lima for every wor/'lng day in the year, 
the faster horse «-,m travel 1500 miles 
more than the -other. 
When working 


large field a J-.orst, mBJ travei froln 15 to 
1!» milea a (< ay, aruj a difference of a mile 
or two, v, ijen several horses are in use, 
ia quitr, au item In a week. While at- 
tention has been given to the breeding of 
last trotters and runners, there is room 
for improvement in the walking gait of 
horses.

New Story of Gettysburg's Fatal 


Crisis Told by Picket!. 


A writer in the New Orleans Picayune 


says: "General Wilson, of the old army 
daring a conversation with some friends 
in New York recently, related a conver 
sation witn General Pickett upon the 
subject of Gettysburg. 


"Pickett, Lor "-street and myself were 


old West Pointers and warm friends,' 
said General Wilson. 


"At the close of our late unpleasant- 


ness I was silling in my oIlicB in Stut 
street, when who should enter bnl my 
old friend, General Pickett. We had no 
met before since the commencement o 
of tbe War, and bad many things to 
talk about. 


"In the course of conversation I re 


marked : 'You had a pretty close call it 
Gettysburg, didn't you, Pickett ?' 


"'Yes,'he said,'hut let me tell yon 


something about my charge that liai 
never been published. When orders wen 
given to form the column of attack 1 
formed 
the column and then rod 


through the ranks to see if everything 
was right. As 1 finished this inspection 
I rode to the rear to report to Genera 
Longstreet and to receive orders to 
move. 1 found Longstreet sitting on the 
top rail of a fence whittling a stick 
Saluting tbe General, I said : "General 
my column is ready to charge. Shall ] 
charge ?" Receiving no answer from 
tbe General, and waiting a reasonable 
time, I returned to my command anc 
again rode through the ranks. 


"'A second time I reported to the 


General, with tbe same result. A third 
time I reported. The General was stili 
sitting on the fence. Aa I received no 
answer I remarked :' Genera), If I am to 
make the charge, it muat be made now 
or it will be too late. Shall I make the 
charge V" Without saying a word he 
simply bowed bis head. I immediately 
rode off and made the charge, and you 
know the result.' 


"Whtn I asked," said General Wilson, 
how be accounted for Longstreet's 


course, be said be believed that Ling- 
street was opposed to tUe movement, and 
delayed giving him ordera, liopiog that 
General Lee would change bis mind and 
countermand bis orders." 


Who can tell what would have been 


the result 
if Longstreet 
bad given 


Pickett orders to charge when he first re- 
torted to him. His failure to obey Gen- 
eral Lee's orders gave the Federals 
ample time to consolidate their forces, 
and allowing Pleketl to charge after the 
Federal troopa had been massed cannot 
but be regarded aa a criminal indiffer- 
ence to results and to the lives of his 
men.
